On March 5, 1953, at 9:5 0 p .m. 
Io sif Vissario n o v ich Dzhu gashv ili 
(Stalin ) su ffered a brain hemo r­ 
rhage in the Kremlin an d died there, 
age 7 3. 
Stalin was called Ko ba by his few 
in timates. Bu t he secretly sho t mo st 
o f these in timates—10 o n the same 
day , in clu din g riv al Lev Karak han — 
as early as 1937. All were ap p artchi- 
k i: Co mmu n ist p arty career men . 
An d they had already seen Stalin ’s 
lo n g reach, ev en to Leo n Tro tsk y ’s 
safe refu ge in his Mex ico fo rtress 
ho me where an assassin ’s Alp in e 
p ick crashed in to his sk u ll an d the 
blo o d fro m his brain sp illed o v er 
sheets o f his man u scrip t o f his “Life 
o f Stalin .” 
Un der Stalin ’s ru le o f the Co m­ 
mu n ist p arty at least 7 00,000 mem­ 
bers were mu rdered o r p erished in 
labo r camp s an d millio n s o f p eas­ 
an ts, as in the Uk rain e, were delibe­ 
rately starv ed to death. 
All this an swered fo r 16 y ears the 
p erman en t So v iet q u estio n : “Kto , 
Ko go ? ’ ’—“Who is o v er who ? ’ ’ 
In du e co u rse Nik ita Khru shchev , 
fo r his o wn self-serv in g p u rp o ses, 
made Stalin a n o n p erso n in the 
U.S.S.R. Ru ssia was sav ed by the 
Stalin grad v icto ry . Bu t the p eo p le 
are n o t allo wed ev en this memo ry . 
Khru shchev made it o fficially the 
“Battle o f the Vo lga.” An d Alban ia 
is the o n ly co u n try in the o u tside 
wo rld that celebrated (1969) Stalin ’s 
90th an n iv ersary . 


The Ru ssian ex p ressio n fo r 
so meo n e in the Co mmu n ist p arty 
who has v ery little p o wer is “sho rt 
han ds.” This was Khru shchev o n 
March 5, 1953. It had tak en Stalin 10 
y ears to co n so lidate his p o wer an d 
io r the faster co n so lidatio n o f his 
o wn p o sitio n Khru shchev emp lo y ed 
his p o wer at Stalin ’s ex p en se. 
Yet Khru shchev himself fared n o 
better. Stalin 's sk eleto n walk s o u t o f 
the clo set, sn ap p in g its bo n y fin gers. 
W’hen Khru shchev was bu ried in 
Mo sco w’s o bscru re. su bu rban No v o - 
dev ichy e Cemetery o n Sep t. 14 ,197 1, 
n o t o n e fo rmer Kremlin co lleagu e 
came an d the o n ly o n e who had the 
co u rage an d decen cy ev en to sen d 
a wreath with stan dard red ribbo n 
was An astas I. Mik o y an . An o u tdat­ 
ed, u n framed p ho to grap h o f Khru sh­ 
chev at the age o f abo u t 50 sat fo r­ 
lo rn ly abo v e a white slab giv in g his 
birtty an d death dates an d o n ly Prav - 


da an d Izv estia, an d n o p ro v in cial 
n ewsp ap ers whatev er, briefly n o ted 
tn e p assin g o t tn e man wn o had led 
the So v iet fo r 11 y ears. 
The Kremlin calls itself the So - 
v ietsk ay a v alst—the dictato rship o f 
the p ro letariat. Yet Co mmu n ist p ar­ 
ty bo ss Leo n id I. Brezhn ev recen tly 
stated there are 14V2 millio n Co m­ 
mu n ists in the So v iet Un io n . They 
ru le the 241 millio n p o p u latio n . An d, 
ev en so , that ru le is en fo rced by a 
min o rity within this ridicu lo u sly 
small min o rity . 
The real p o wer rests with the tin y 
gro u p o f Cen tral Co mmittee mem­ 
bers who are the fractio n that belo n g 
to the Po litbu ro . Their metho d is 
simp ly to shu t o u t p u blic p articip a­ 
tio n in the p arty in their basic co n ­ 
cep t o f min o rity ru le. 
The Ru ssian s as a p eo p le are sec­ 
o n d-class citizen s in p erp etu ity . 
To Go d we are all so mebo dy . To a 
Co mmu n ist we are n o t. The sy stem 
mean s ev ery thin g. The in div idu al 
man , wo man , o r child is there o n ly 
to do as o rdered. 
Their masters k n o w, ho wev er, 
that where there is n o cho ice there 
can be less an x iety an d a release 
fro m resp o n sibility ap p ealin g to 
man y temp eramen ts. This is a hard 
drag o n what we call “man k in d’s 
will to be free,” an d in div idu ally 
there are man y hero ic ex cep tio n s, 
bu t the Co mmu n ists cash in o n this 
release fro m resp o n sibility mo re 
widely than we may wish to believ e. 
It is demo n strably dan gero u s to 
thin k o f the U.S.S.R. o r Red Chin a in 
terms o f the Kremlin masters o r 
Mao Tse-tu n g o r an y o ther man . We 
are n o t faced by a man —n o t the 
Kremlin masters, n o t Mao —to day . 
We are faced by a sy stem. 
It is the sy stem that is the en emy . 
We can n ev er tru st this en emy , es­ 
p ecially when he smiles an d o ffers 
gifts. He is alway s dan gero u s—mo st 
dan gero u s when he seems mo st 
o bligin g. He n ev er has a chan ge o f 
heart. The mo re he chan ges, the 
mo re he is the same. So lo n g as Ru s­ 
sia an d Red Chin a clin g to their 
Co mmu n ist aims n o co u n try in the 
wo rld is secu re. 
Presiden t Nix o n ’s trip to Chiq a, 
an d fo rthco min g trip to the U.S.S.R., 
can wisely reliev e man y ten sio n s. 
Bu t, as the Presiden t well k n o ws, it 
can n o t chan ge this fu n damen tal o n e 
io ta.

cu rren tly sho w Sen . Jack so n , who is 
n o t v ery well-k n o wn here, ru n n in g 
fo u rth.) 


“Wallace do esn ’t strik e me as 
so meo n e in the White Ho u se,” a 
middle-aged bu sin essman said. “I 
lik e Jack so n becau se he really lev els 
with y o u .” The teen -aged wife o f a 
so ldier who will v o te this y ear fo r the 
first time o bserv ed, “I’m really im­ 
p ressed by ho w Jack so n feels abo u t 
bu sin g—I thin k he’s ho n est an d I 
hate p o litical p o litician s.” 
Wallace an d Sen . Jack so n were 
the o n ly two can didates who seemed 
to stir mu ch en thu siasm. Sen . Mu s­ 
k ie ran a lo w third in the su rv ey with 
two v o tes, bu t bo th his su p p o rters 
were v agu e abo u t why they lik e him. 
“I thin k that bu sin ess abo u t Mu s- 
k ie’s cry in g hu rt him,” a middle- 


aged wo man o bserv ed. “ I’m sur­ 
p rised he co u ldn ’t co ntro l himself.” 
She added she wo u ld pro ba bly v o te 
fo r him an y way , beca use she ha d 
frien ds in Main e who sa id he wa s 
n ice. 
Sen . Hu mp hrey go t o n e 
v o te fro m 
an elderly retired g entlema n who 
said he’d v o ted fo r Richa rd Nix o n in 
1968 an d regretted it. The surv ey 
tu rn ed u p n o su p p o rt fo r 
a ny bo dy 
else. 
The two majo r issu es bo thering 
the families in terv iewed were bus­ 
in g, which was u n ifo rmly o ppo sed, 
an d the high p rice o f fo o d, in tha t 
o rder. Crime an d the related pro b­ 
lems o f p erso n al safety came 
third 
in imp o rtan ce. Mo st residen ts, in 
fact, clearly in dicated their co ncern 
o n this sco re by their relu ctan ce 
to 
o p en their do o r to a stran ger, ev en in 
day light. 
On ly a few v o ters mentio ned 
Vietn am as a majo r co n cern . 
The n eighbo rho o d su rv ey ed is 
ro u ghly similar to tho se in 
which the 
majo rity o f white Demo cratic 
v o ters 
in this state liv e. If su ch a sma ll 
samp le can be tak en as a gu ide, 
Sen. 
Jack so n may be rap idly 
mo v ing up.

D EAR PO LLY — I want to 
tell Mrs. O. who had popcorn 
burns in her stainless steel pan 
that I have used the following 
method to clean burns out of 
mine: Put about an inch of 
vinegar in the bottom of the 
pan, add water and bring to a 
boil. Remove from heat and 
sprinkle a thick layer of 
cleansing powder on the stain 
and let it stand for several 
hours. Rub well with a stainless 
steel scouring pad and the 
burns should come right off. If 
not, repeat the vinegar and 
powder treatment, then wash 
with hot suds. I do hope Mrs. O. 
has the same good luck with 
this that I have always had.—

Home rule— Part IV 
Images of counties change 


EDITOR’S NOTE: Home 
rule will be on the ballot in 
nearly

The Changing County

Say “county courthouse” and 
many people think of an aging, 
domed building set among oaks 
and squirrels on a town square. 
The scene that comes to mind is 


distinctly rural. 
The 
services of county 
government, 
too, are often 
thought of as mostly rural, 
limited to those traditionally 
required by farmers and 
villagers. Among them are 
recording land titles, providing 
marriage certificates, collect­ 
ing property taxes and building 
and maintaining rural roads. 
These images are quiet and 
simple and have little relation 
to the bustling, vigorous picture 
evoked by the term “ city hall.” 
They also are accurate enough, 
for it is certainly true that in 
most places the cities, not the 
counties, have had to meet 
most of the demands placed on 
government by the process of 
urbanization.

Yet such views would not be 
familiar to the residents of 
Montgomery County, Md., 
located just northwest of 
Washington, D.C. Better than 
three-quarters of the residents 
of this suburban region depend 
upon the county for the provi­ 
sion of many basic urban 
services: fire protection, police 
protection, air pollution con­ 
trol, street lighting, parks and 
recreation, even civil defense. 
The Montgomery County 
government is clearly an ur- 
ban-oriented operation. Though 
nearly half of the county’s land 
is in farms, almost 90 per cent 
of its people live in urban areas. 
For these people, the county 
government provides many 
“city-like” services. Because of 
the administrative and political 
stresses put upon it, it also has 
adopted a more streamlined, 
“ city-like” form of govern­ 
mental organization. 
Montgomery County is one of 
about four dozen counties in the 
United States which have been 
granted home rule powers. 
Home rule, of course, does not 
force wuch 
changes in the 
activities of county govern­ 
ment. It instead grants the 
freedom for county residents to 
determine, subject to com­ 
paratively few restrictions, 
what services they would like 
their own county to provide. 
Montgomery County is one 
example of what some other 
people have chosen to do with 
such freedom. 
Perhhaps in a certain sense, 
such a case did provide the 
model for Illinois’ County home 
rule law. The Constitutional 
Convention 
delegates 
who 
wrote the optional county home 
rule system into the 1970 Illinois 
Constitution seemed to be 
thinking primarily of the needs 
of urban areas. The majority 
report of Con Con’s Committee 
on Local Government states 
that “ the primary thrust for 
county home rule has grown out

of our population.” 
The report explains the 
committee’s view that the 
county is “ the natural unit of 
government to supply basic 
services in unincorportated 
suburban areas,” although it 
traditionally has lacked the 
authority to do so. Moreover, 
delegates felt that the county is 
also a natural vehicle for the 
coordination of action by the 
many units of local government 
which exist in most of Illinois’ 
urbanized regions.

Two-thirds of the 
residents of Oregon’s Hood 
River County, which adopted 
home rule in 1965, live in rural 
areas. 
The freedom offered by 
home rule represents a marked 
departure from the traditions of 
local government. Indeed, the 
county was historically only an

Dear Dr. Lamb— I wou ld like 
to know wh at it can be th at 
makes me h ear my h eart beat 
righ t th rou gh my righ t ear. 
Th is condition is almost driv ing 
me crazy , becau se it h appens 
ev ery time I am ly ing down try ­ 
ing to get to sleep. I h av e gone 
to th e Ey e, Ear and Th orat 
Clinic, bu t th ey can’t find any ­ 
th ing wrong with my ears. 
Dear Reader— It is perfectly 
normal. Many people can lie on 
th eir side and h ear th eir h eart 
beat. I su ppose th at a person 
wh o is more consciou s and 
aware of h is body is more apt to 
h ear h is h eart beat and, of 
cou rse, if th e h eart beats v ery 
forecefu lly th is is a factor. 
Actu ally , th e force of th e 
h eart beat is mu ch greater th an 
most people realize. In th e old- 
fash ioned spring beds y ou cou ld 
watch 
th e 
bed 
mov e 
in 
relationsh ip to th e h eart beat. 
Th ere is ev en one dev ice, th e 
ballisto cardiogram, wh ich h as 
been designed to take ad­ 
v antage of th e fact th at th e 
body v ibrates with each h eart 
beat. Th ese instru ments record 
th e actu al oscillations of th e 
wh ole body th at occu rs with 
each beat. Th ere are many 
v ariations of th ese inclu ding 
bars th at are rested on th e sh in 


bones and dev ices th at are 
placed on th e ch est. Bu t th ey all 
attest to th e fact th at th e 
mech anical force of th e h eart 
beat can cau se th e entire body 
to v ibrate. I th ink th e best th ing 
I can tell y ou is ju st to stop 
worry ing abou t it. It h asn’t 
any th ing to do with y ou r ears. 
Dear Dr. Lamb—Cou ld y ou 
tell me wh y nitrogly cerin is 
prescribed fiv e minu tes before 
a meal? Also wh at is tinctu re of 
belladonna for? 
Dear Reader— Nitrogly cerin 
tablets are commonly u sed to 
reliev e ch est pain cau sed by 
h eart disease (angina pec­ 
toris). Th ey can also cau se 
relax ation of th e mu scles in th e 
esoph agu s. I wou ld gu ess, 
h owev er, th at th e reason th e 
nitrogly cerin is being giv en 
before meals is to prev ent any 
pain or difficu lty from th e 
h eart. Some people wh o h av e 
ch est pain after eating becau se 
of th e h eart can be su ccessfu lly 
treated th is way . 
Tinctu re of belladonna is an 
antispasmodic. It is sometimes 
u sed in digestiv e u psets and 
problems su ch as stom ach 
u lcers or related disorders. It 
also h as a sooth ing or sed- 
stiv elike effect. 
It, too, is 
frequ ently u sed in treatment of 
h eart disease.
